OVER IN FIVE MINUTES 


Monday night’s special town 
meeting was probably the 
shortest on record with the 
meeting being completed in a 
matter of slightly less than 
five minutes. 

Before the meeting started 
there was a delay of almost an 
hour before the necessary 
quorum of 150 voters were 
checked into the auditorium, 
Chairman of the Board of Sel- 
ectmen, Don Kidder and several 
others made Jast minute phone 
calls to induce more voters to 
attend in order that the meet- 
ing could be held. 

Following the opening of the 
meeting by Moderator Simon 
Cutter, Kidder introduced the 
new Town Manager Cecil 0. 
Lancaster, adding a little note 
of humor to the introduction. 
Kidder said that Mr. Lancaster 
had planned to give a talk of 
about an hour and.a half, but 
because of the excessive heat, 
he had prevailed upon him to 
just say ‘‘Hello’’ and save 
the lengthy talk for another 
time. 


Mr. Lancaster addressed the 
voters briefly, saying that 
what he had seen of Wilmington 
he liked very much. He said 
that Wilmington is a very pro- 
gressive town and he will do 
his best as Town Manager.

meeting commenced with Select-, 
man Frank Hagerty reading the 
first article. This article 
was to re-affirm and ratify 
the vote taken at the annual 
town meeting and re-appropri- 

ate the sum of 75 thousand 
dollars for the-construction 
of a highway garage. 70 thous- 
and of this is to be raised 

by bond issue and the remain- 
ing 5 thousand by taxation. 
The Finance Committee when 
called upon, said they approv- 
ed the article. A vote was 
called for and the article was 
approved unanimously. 

Selectman Charles Black read 
article 2 which was to ratify 
the vote at the annual town 
meeting concerning the con- 
struction of a new police 
station and appropriate the 
sum of 75 thousand for that 
purpose. 70 thousand of this 
sum is to be raised by bond 
issue and 4,800 will be trans- 
ferred from available funds, 
with the -emaining $200.00 to 
be raised by taxation. Unani- 
mous approval was also given 
this article by the voters. 

A third article calling for 
rezoning of a parcel of land 
belonging to John Lucci on a 
motion made by Don Kidder was 
passed over by unanimous vote, 
no action being taken on the 
article. 

The meeting adjourned at

NATIONAL FOUNDATION 
APPEAL 


A growing deficit in the 
treasury of the Middlesex 
County Chapter of the National 
Foundation has made necessary 
an emergency appeal in August, 
according to Mr.Sidney Kaizer, 
Pund Chairman. 

The National Foundation 
Emergency Patient Aid Fund has 
been drained by current epide- 
mics in Kansas City, Mo., Des, 
Moines, Iowa, and other strick- 
en areas. The Middlesex County 
Chapter funds have been de- 
pleted because of ‘ ‘The burden 
of Polio from previous years’’ 
according to Mr.Kaizer, ‘ Every 
day we go’ deeper into. debt’’ 
the local polio leader said, 
“‘and there seems to be no way 
out except to have a brief em- 
ergency appeal this summer. We 
have some 1,100 patients on 
chapter rolls. We are now 
$112,000 in debt. By the end 
of the year we will be at 
least $150,000 in debt. We 
cannot ask local hospitals and 
medical services to wait any 
longer. 

‘We are grateful to all the 
county residents who contri- 
buted to last January’ s March 
of Dimes, but the financial 
burden here in Middlesex 
Coynty has been tremendously 
increased in recent years, 
especially since the 1955 
Epidemic. Now we must go to 
the people again and ask for 
additfonal funds to pay hospi- 
tal and medical care bills for 
patients’’ Mr. Kaizer added.
